That, since the last meeting of thé Synod, nothing 
curred to change the prosperous condition of the Seminary.— 
Under the judicious management and able instruction of the Rev. 


Principal and his Assistant Téachérs, the students have enjoyed 


every advantage in their scientific pursuits, ahd afforded satisfac- 
evidences of their improvement; in the several ‘branches of 


“education to whi ch have attended. 


The students belonging to the Theologica! dapbteineit; were 


examined in one of the rooms of the Seminary, on the 27th of 
August last. 


The exainination was conducted by the Rev. Prin- 
cipal, in the presence of the Committéé, the Trustees of the in- 


on the occasion. The names of the students présented for exanii- 
nation were—T hos. Lape, from Greenbush, ‘Renssélaer county ; 
John Eisenlord, from Palatine, Montgomery county; Charles A. 
Smith, from the city of New-York; Nicholas W. Geertner, from 
Canajoharie, Montgomery county ; and William D. Streebell, from ~

‘The three latter, have récently entered the 
ceived instruction in several branches preparatory to, and con- 
nected with, their Theological studies. Another student, whom 
sickness. prevented from attending the examination, has also re- 
ceived instruction in several Theological branches ; and will pro- 
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babl y resume his as soon as his health will. permit.—In 
the different branches above enumerated, the students sustained — 
a most creditable examination. Their accurate knowledge of the — 
subjects introduced, in the course of the examipation, has con- 
firmed the Committee in the opinion, expressed ip one of their 
former reports: that the system of instruction, pursued in this
